The TCS is documented in Army use during WW-II as

It is listed as a "Collins 18-Q." 

TCS was also installed in convoy guarding dirigibles. 


I have photographic documentation of a WW-II jungle airstrip 
in which the air traffic controllers are using an 

SCR-274N command set and a big battery bank. 

Also have a photograph of a pacific tower using the 

Bendix twins that were mostly given to lend-lease 


(dont' remember their nomenclature). 


After the Normandy invasion and before the break-out, 

the troops decided the Army was wrong about isolating the 
radio traffic of the different arms. A few units 

sent some guys back to get a "five finger discount" 

on an SCR-522 and installed it a vehicle. 

Thus they were able to talk to their air cover 

and get more timely and effective support. 

While the rules-lovers whined and kicked, the idea worked 
so well that it was allowed to continue. 


I'm working on a restoration with a group of gentlemen 
who were -very- close air support spotters in Korea. 
The group called themselves "Mosquitos." 

They drove a jeep outfitted with aircraft radios 

and infantry portables 

right up to the front line, found a hill where 

they could both see (read: get shot at) 

and communicate between the front and their air support. 
The early jeeps used an SCR-287, SCR-522 and AN/ARC-3. 
In later installations, the SCR-287 was replaced 

with an AN/ARC-8. The jeep had a long whip antenna 

on the back pilfered from an SCR-299 ground set 

and two AN-104 VHF aircraft antennas.

I have an RCA lifeboat set built 1938 that covered 2-4 MC. 
Must have been a big lifeboat because it's about 

half the size of a footlocker. The famous "Gibson Girl" 
bail-out radio transmitted on both 500 KC and 8 MC 
alternately.

For those unfortunates, whose ISP has made a change without advising 
their customers of the potential impact of that change on 
subscribers to email lists like the boatanchors, where one must 

be a subscriber to post to the list, try to follow along... 


Under some circumstances, the changes to your email address are 
"transparent" to you, but prevent posting. I get error notification 
for these kinds of problems, and I try to work them out. However, 

I may miss one, and on this end, the process is anything BUT 
automatic. 


You have a bigger stick than I do. You and your ISP have the primary 
responsibility to repair the problems caused by the change at the 
ISP. I have zero leverage with your ISP, and you have great leverage. 


Most ISP maintain a customer service department to help with problems 
like these. This should be your first line of support for email 
problems. I am happy to assist and consult, but try to understand 
that when your ISP makes a change to their email handler, and that 


change prevents you from posting to the boatanchors list, I can help, 
but resolving this problem is your responsibility, working with your 
ISP. I am but a volunteer, contributing my time to administer the list.
